On Aug. 7, voters in the 21st 
House District will select 
Democratic and Republican 
nominees to face off in the 
state representative race in 
November. The winner will 
represent the district for the 
next two years. 

At the same time, voters also 
will determine who represents 
the district for the next four 
months. The seat has been 
vacant since the death of Rep. 
Richard Sullivan in February. 

In the latest twist and turn in 
the confusing 21st District race, 
the Supreme Court ruled last 
Thursday that a new special 
election must be held. Two weeks 
ago, the Court had thrown out the 
results of a June 5 special elec¬ 
tion, stating that the state’s new¬ 
ly adapted apportionment plan 
was illegal. 

The reapportionment plan 
was in violation of the state’s 
constitution, the Court claimed. 
The Court’s ruling means that 
Michigan must return to its 
1982 apportionment plan, which 
a Democratic - dominated 
State Legislature revised in De¬ 
cember. 

The change means that vo¬ 
ters will be pulling the lever 
twice on some candidates. 

“This just means more voter 
confusion,” said Democratic 
candidate Lynn Owen, who got 
his party’s nod in the June 5 
special election. 

Four candidates filed by the 
June 27 deadline for the 
November House election. 
Sumpter Township Supervisor 
Jim Reeves, who finished 
fourth out of five candidates in 
the voided special election, will 
face off with Owen in August. 

Roy Raker, a Huron 
Township farmer who won the 
Republican slot in the special 
primary, will compete with 
Monroe businessman James 
Schmitz for the right to run in 
November. Scmitz took second 
place in the Republican race in 
the special primary. 

July 5 is the deadline for fil¬ 
ing for the special election 
seat, according to Wayne Coun¬ 
ty election officials. 

Wayne County Clerk Ed Kil¬ 
leen said it was uncertain 
whether individual communi¬ 
ties would be reimbursed for 
the cost of the special elec¬ 
tion.” 

“It’s up in the air,” Killeen 
said. “The Secretary of State 
and the legislature will have to 
decide. I would think some¬ 
thing could be worked out.”

Bridging the gap 

West Road/275 interconnect 
draws criticism, approval

Last Wednesday’s meeting of 
the Huron Township Board of 
Trustees was interupted as a 
shouting match ensued between 
board members and two fac¬ 
tions of area residents. 

The issue was whether or not 
the board should sign a resolu¬ 
tion supporting a proposed 1-275 
- West Road east-west corridor 
that could promote commercial 
development in Huron 
Township. The plans reportedly 
would call for the corridor that 
could promote commercial de¬ 
velopment in Huron Township. 
The plans reportedly would call 
for the corridor to extend West 
Road across the Huron River to 
connect with the 1-275 at the 
South Huron Road exit. 

A letter from the Huron 
Township Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, requesting that the 
board “support the completion 
of this project.” Noted that the 
east-west interconnect would: 

— Reduced mileage for the 
Huron School District by enabl¬ 
ing the school busses to go 
through the township instead cf 
around it; 

— Reduced mileage and 
shortened response time for 
fire, police, and rescue squads

An open letter to taxpayers: 

Final equalization studies have been completed for the 1984 
assessment year. I am pleased to report that the Michigan State 
Tax Commission has, at its May 29 hearing, issued its final order 
for equalization factors which has resulted in a factor of 1.0000 for 
all classes of property for the City of Romulus.

Ridding itself of a “hard-to- 
market” property and helping to

“Working with the Investment 
Lands Program has enabled 
American Can Company to fulfill 
its philanthropic obligations and 
eliminate the expensive burden 
of holding unutilized surplus real 
estate,” he said. 


creases for both Residential and Industrial properties of 5.65 per¬ 
cent and 2.42 percent respectively. Their analysis was based on a 
two-year study and consideration was not given to creative financ¬ 
ing or unusual selling and buying conditions. State Tax Commis¬ 
sion guidelines require a two-year average ratio, however, there is 
a State Tax Commission provision for a 12-month calendar year 
study. 

The 12-month study results can only be used, if it results in a 
“substantially higher ratio” (lower values), and if requested by 
the local assessing officer. 

I was able to submit a 12-month study using a more conscien¬ 
tious methodology which involved conducting sales verification 
studies of all sales that occured throughout 1983, looking for pecu¬ 
liarities and eliminating sales that were not indicative of the 
market Examples of this could be a sale involving personal 
property or the assumption of a low interest mortgage or a myraid 
number of other reasons. 

Through this type of investigation of each and every sale and 
numerous meetings with county officials, I was able to convince 
the bureau that this study was accurate and, therefore, should be 
accepted as the basis for taxation. 

Through hard work and using professional abilities, our office 
has been able to hold assessments at the level they were at in 1983 
at a time that the county would propose increases. It is with this 
type of dedication and professionalism that my staff and myself 
will endeavor to pursue all legal avenues and opportunities to

during emergencies; 

— Direct access for those liv¬ 
ing or doing business east of 
the river with the western por¬ 
tion of Huron Township and the 
Downriver communities; 

— Provide a route available 
to commercial traffic that is 
not hindered by frost laws; 

— Provide a route that will 
promote development in Huron 
Township and not hinder or 
place a barrier to that develop¬ 
ment. 

Louise Bosman, a resident of 
Huron, claimed that the pro¬ 
posed extension would beget 
traffic problems for the com¬ 
munity.

Life went on as normal in 
Monroe County and the western 
portion of Wayne County last 
Wednesday, even though De¬ 
troit Edison officials were 
grappling with an emergency 
at its Enrico Fermi 2 nuclear 
power plant. 

The near nuclear disaster 
was the figment of someone’s 
imagination, but a reality for 
the utility that staged the mock 
emergency to test its Plant Site 
Emergency Plan for repre¬ 
sentatives of the Federal Nuc¬ 
lear Regulatory Agency in pre¬ 
paration for licensing of the 
facility. 

There was no panic, no eva¬ 


cuation and no injuries, but for 
officials representing Wayne 
and Monroe counties, the State 
of Michigan and the Province 
of Ontario there was. 

Fermi is scheduled to come 
on line in December, however, 
a decision by Edison’s Board of 
Directors may delay its startup 
until early next year, and while 
workers prepared for that, Edi¬ 
son officials played out a disas¬ 
ter scenario reminiscent of 
“The China Syndrome.” 

The only nuclear power plant 
being constructed in southeast¬ 
ern Michigan, Fermi, situated 
on the shores of Lake Erie at 
Monroe, will provide the utility 
with a less expensive source of 
electricity for its 4.7 million 
customers in that portion of the

state. 

Fermi has taken more than ten 
years to construct and is in the 
final testing stage before receiv¬ 
ing an operating license from the 
NRC. 

While Fermi is situated 
closer to the Michigan-Ohio 
boarder, than the effects of a 
possible disaster showed that 
even as far away as the City of 
Wayne and Canton Township 
could be affected by the crisis. 

Workers at the plant were 
unaware of what was happen¬ 
ing around them. In fact, it was 
just another work day, but for 
members of the Joint Public 
Information Team (JPIT) it 
wasn’t just another day. 

A “series of unrelated

occurred the previous after¬ 
noon, had forced the utility to 
shut down the reactor, but not 
before a puff cloud of radioac¬ 
tive (noble) gases was released 
into the atmosphere. 

Before the test concluded 
eight hours later, the plant 
would go from the lowest 
emergency status of an unusual 
event to the highest, a general 
emergency, and residents with¬ 
in a 10-mile radius would be 
directed to remain in their 
homes. 

Admittedly, the disaster was 
compressed for the sake of 
testing, according to Gordon 
Van Gelder of the Michigan 
State Police, who chaired 
JPIT, the body responsible 
with keeping residents and the 
media up-to-date on develop¬ 
ments at the plant and in the 
affected area. An actual disas¬ 
ter could, in fact, stretch over 
a period of days or weeks, much 
like the near disaster at Three 


what not to do in case of an 
emergency. 

Under the mock disaster 
plan, less than 17 hours after 
the “unusual events,” farmers 
in Monroe County and the west¬ 
ern portion of Huron Township 
in Wayne County were being 
advised to shelter their farm 
animals and put them on stored 
feed in preparation for a possi¬ 
ble evacuation. Less than a 
half hour later, the area was 
expanded to include Sumpter, 
Van Buren and Canton 
Townships, as well as the re¬ 
sidential communities of 
Wayne and Dearborn, to name 
a few. 

The advisory was also ex¬ 
panded to include in-place 
sheltering of residents within a 
two-mile radius of the plant as 
the cloud, pushed northward by 
a slight wind, moved away 
from the plant. 

It was less than an hour later 


the JPIT expanded its in-place 
sheltering to a 10-mile radius of 
the plant. 

It was all a test, but accord¬ 
ing to Thomas Randazzo, Edi¬ 
son’s director of Radiological 
Emergency Response Pre¬ 
paredness, it wasn’t to demons¬ 
trate the utility’s underlying 
philosophy of keeping the chan¬ 
nels of communication open in 
the event of a disaster. 

“These plans were written 
with the underlying philosophy 
that Detroit Edison will main¬ 
tain fast and open communica¬ 
tion with public officials and 


the public at all times, and that 
requires close cooperation with 
the media,” he explained. 

Once the plant is operating, 
the plan calls for prompt alert¬ 
ing of the population within a 
tfn mile radius of the plant in 
the event that public action 
might be necessary. Notifica¬ 
tion would be accomplished 
through a network of 31 fixed, 
electronic sirens. The siren 
alert is the signal to residents 
of the area to tune their radios 
or television sets to the 
Emergency Broadcast System 
(EBS).

Hire the handicapped 


Finding employment in Wayne County poses a 
formidable challenge for many able-bodied per¬ 
sons. For handicapped residents, the task often 
appears insurmountable. 

That’s what makes the work of Michigan Re¬ 
habilitation Services’ counselors so critical to the 
placement of the handicapped in a world which 
naturally caters to the “normal.” Recently the 
Services’ agency sponsored a Job Fair to match 
the skills of more than 70 handicapped residents 
of Western Wayne County and the Downriver area 
with a dozen employers. 

Handicappers, including many clients of the 
Wayne office at 3850 Second St., had interviews for 
openings as bank tellers, electronic technicians, typ¬ 
ists, mail handlers, housekeeping aides, cashiers 
and other jobs. 

These interviews and subsequent hirings be¬ 
came a reality through the efforts of caring em¬ 
ployers and staff members of the Rehabilitation 
Services, a division of the Michigan State Depart¬ 
ment of Education. Agency counselors assist the 
handicapped to prepare for and enter the job 
market by providing medical assistance, aptitude 
testing, training and placement opportunities. 

Of course, such efforts can only produce results 
with the cooperation of employers who are willing 
to hire a qualified rehabilitated person. For years 
the handicapped person was left on the outside 
looking in on a society accustomed to leaving its 
handicapped on the sidelines. 

Fortunately, such antiquated thinking has been 
overcome. Since the 1960s more and more hand¬ 
icapped persons have been given the opportunity 


to succeed in the “normal” world. And they have 
more often than not proven to be valuable em¬ 
ployees in terms of dedication and quality of per¬ 
formance. 

The trend to give handicapped persons a fair 
shot in the job market has continued to grow 
throughout the past two decades. Yet, we must 
continue to strive towards an employment atmos¬ 
phere in which the placement of the handicapped 
not only is accepted, but encouraged. 

We commend those employers who partici¬ 
pated in the Job Fiar — Barfield Building Mainte¬ 
nance, Bill Knapp’s, Dearborn Bank and Trust, 
Northwest Blue Print and Supply Co., Pay less 
Shoes, Aetna Life & Casualty, Picker Internation¬ 
al, Taco Bell, Trinity Park West Residential Care 
Facility, the U.S. Post Office and the Veterans 
Administration Hospital. 

We further ask all employers to consider the 
hiring of the handicapped whenever feasible. 
Those wishing to learn more about the placement 
program can contact Keith Ammon, manager of 
the Wayne office of Michigan Rehabilitation Ser¬ 
vices, (telephone number is 722-7431). 

According to Ammon, approximately 200 clients 
in the local suburbs are properly prepared for 
employment. All they need is a chance to prove 
themselves in the right opportunity. 

Through the concern of agency counselors and 
employers, the potential of the handicapped con¬ 
tinues to be realized. The handicapped thankfully 
are off the sidelines and into the mainstream, 
where they always have belonged.

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Life goes on in the Gloria 
Acres Subdivision. 

Residents of this blue collar 
slice of suburbia go to work, 
attend school, raise families, 
root for the Tigers and yes, 
they eventually die. It’s been 
the cause of death in Gloria 
Acres, however, that has 
attracted much attention dur¬ 
ing the past several months; 

Charges from homeowners 
that the rate of cancer is 
abnormally high in this south¬ 
eastern section of Wayne have 
created quite a stir here. Spe¬ 
culation has reached 
monumental proportions, far 
outweighing any scientific evi¬ 
dence to back claims of a can¬ 
cer epidemic. 

Ever since Ron Hames, a liv¬ 
er cancer patient and 20-year 
resident of Grant Street, went 
public with his concerns re¬ 
garding the rate of cancer in 
the neighborhood, Gloria Acres 
has been awarded celebrity 
status. 

Print and electronic media 
jumped on the story, of course, 
and the City Council brought in 
officials from the Wayne Coun-

ty Health Department and the 
Michigan Cancer Foundation to 
study the matter. National 
radio stations contacted Hames 
for interviews as did Ted Tur¬ 
ner’s news network. 

Everyone, it seems, has a 
theory to solve the case of the 
Gloria Acres cancer. During 
the course of covering this 
story, I’ve received phone calls 
or visits from an amateur dow¬ 
ser, a former Gloria Acres 
homeowner who now lives in 
England, a concerned citizen in 
Minnesota, a house buyer con¬ 
cerned about locating in Gloria 
Acres and two longtime Wayne 
residents who recall the alleged 
dumping of carcinogenic mate¬ 
rials even before the subdivi¬ 
sion was developed in the 
1950’s. , 

Hames, a sincere man, has 
attempted to get some 
answers. At a public hearing 
last March, Hames, who lost his 
wife Dorothy, to lung cancer, 
claimed to have uncovered, with 
the help of neighbors, some 
75 cases of cancer in a three- 
block area, prompting him to 
declare, “The average layman 
can tell that something’s 
wrong.” 

Residents conducted informal 
surveys with conflicting re¬ 
sults. Opportunists swarmed on 
the area selling everything 


from cancer insurance to puri¬ 
fied water. 

Recently the rfrichigan Can¬ 
cer Foundation released a re¬ 
port that should settle things 
down. Based on telephone in¬ 
terviews for more than 200 can¬ 
cer cases, officials have con¬ 
cluded that residents of Gloria 
Acres and the entire area 
bounded by Van Born, Venoy, 
Merriman and the railroad 
tracks are NOT at a higher risk 
of cancer than persons living in 
Wayne County or the tri-county 
area. 

A higher rate of lung and 
bronchus cancer was attributed 
to an increased incidence of 
cigarette smoking. 

Funny, but the media and the 
theorists haven’t paid too much 
attention to cigarette smoking 
as an explanation. 

Cancer is the number two 
killer only behind heart disease 
in Wayne County and nation¬ 
wide. 

The killer stalking those liv¬ 
ing in Gloria Acres is also in 
pursuit of each of us. Statistics 
tell us that this killer will be 
more successful than anyone 
cares to think about. 

Those hoping for a solution 
through an investigation of the 
cancer cases in southeastern 
Wayne will be disappointed. 
But life will go on. 
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I am normally a man slow to anger. . . but 
I’ve had it. They are rude, insulting and cold 
. . . and those are their good points. 

Advertisements promoting them tout 
“convenient service, accessibility,” and all 
manner of other glorious and grand fea¬ 
tures. Hogwash! 

Sure, they ’ll give you money — if and when 
they feel like it, but only if it’s yours in the 
first place. Before they’ll give it to you 
though, they hang onto it for as long as possi¬ 
ble so they can earn a few percent interest 
while they loan it to the Bank of Tokyo. Ask 
them, though, and they’ll tell you that it 
takes them a few days to “process the trans¬ 
action.” During the process, they have my 
money, and yours, and you and I can just 
worry about whether we’ll ever see it again. 

Their rudeness includes their language 
. . . short, precise little phrases that trans¬ 
lated mean, “Tell me what you want from 
me and then go away. Their expressions are 
emotionless, cool and properly calculating. 
If you push the right buttons, so to speak, you 
occasionally can walk away feeling satis¬ 
fied. But more often than not, I feel just plain 
angry. 

They rarely deliver what advertising for 
them claims they will (unless of course the 
advertisement appears regularly in this 
newspaper . . . then of course you can be¬ 
lieve every word). 

I am, obviously, banking at one of those 
three-letter banks with the little machines 
they install for “convenience.” The question 
is, whose? Certainly not mine, I’ll tell you. 
Those diabolical money changers called 24- 
hour bankers never say anything but “Sor¬ 
ry, this machine not in service,” or “Your 
transaction cannot be completed at this 
time.” Soon, I suspect, they will add “Your 
money or your life” to their repetoire. 

They are programmed to separate you 
from your money and then hang on to the 
cash for as long as possible. They are heart¬ 
less, and antifreeze must pulse through their 
little copper veins. 

Seriously folks, I know on good authority, 
that God sent these mechanical vermin to be 
sure we could never forget the money len¬ 
ders he found in the temple. 

And, if being insulting isn’t enough, they 
lie. I deposit money one day and two days 
later, I innocently ask the machine, “Hey, do 
you have my money?” They say, 
“Nooooooooo — not me, you must have me 
confused with some other machine.” 

Well, I’m not taking this sitting down. 
Mainly because they never provide any¬ 
place at these convenience centers for you to 
sit down. So, standing up, I say, “Listen you 
. . . I gave you my money, and you loaned it 
to a Tokyo bank and I want it. And,” I add, 
“if you didn't loan it to a Tokyo bank, how 
come you printed my checking balance in 
yen? Huh, huh, tell me that.” 


Well, bankers aren’t easy. No one would 
ever claim they were. Their next step is sim¬ 
ple. They stall. And we both know the longer 
this little encounter takes the more interest 
they are earning off some little Japanese 
man who borrowed my money for a new 
rickshaw. 

They then throw in a whole new tactic. 
“I’m so sorry,” they croon, “but it takes 10 
years for that check written on that foreign 
bank to clear.” Okay, so maybe they only 
say one year, alright, so they say a week — 
but you can’t count holidays, weekends or 
the day you make the deposit. 

Well, I’m not taking it anymore. I have 
checks to write. I have a $40,000 Visa bill that 
I have to send at least $4 or $5 toward to 
reduce my interest charge to only $400 this 
month — I NEED my money. 

“Listen, bank,” I say, “that check wasn’t 
drawn on a foreign bank, unless you call 
Westland a foreign nation.” 

“Prove it,” comes the response. 

Well, I invariably give up. Anytime I’m in 
the neighborhood I stop by and check in. I 
give them my “secret” card, punch in my 
very “secret” number, and they tell me that 
my balance is still a secret — from me. Of 
course, I could always decide to call the peo¬ 
ple behind the machines so they can tell me 
they can't discuss this on the phone. Or I can 
go through the endless drive-in banking line, 
so they can tell me I have to go inside where 
the lines stretch out past the door. If the lines 
don’t stretch out the door, you know right 
away that “inside,” is closed. 

Going “inside” is a whole different experi¬ 
ence. You get to fill out these little paper 
slips from these trays at the standup coun¬ 
ters — banks have a thing about letting any¬ 
body sit down. You know, the counters with 
the pens that everybody wants to steal. You 
know everybody wants to steal them be¬ 
cause the bank has them fastened to the 
counter with chains and has video cameras 
to survey the area to make sure nobody has a 
chain cutter in their wallet. The guards in¬ 
side the bank are actually there, I have 
learned, to protect the pens. They can’t be 
there to protect my money because that’s in 
Japan. 

Okay, so you fill out the slip and remember 
to forget the first and last number of your 
account number and add 50 and then divide 
by six and add four — they will then let you 
talk to a real person, behind a plastic wall, of 
course. You slip this form through a slot in 
the plastic and you immediately begin to feel 
like a bank robber or someone passing an 
obscene note. 

“I’m very sorry, you didn’t do this right, 
but I’ll help you out, THIS time.”

Northwest Suburban to disband_ m ‘85 

Glenn, Franklin join Western Lakes

The oldest high school athletic and 
sports conference in the area will dis¬ 
solve after the 1984-85 season. The 
Northwest Suburban Athletics 
League, made up of Westland John 
Glenn, Livonia Franklin, North Farm¬ 
ington. Garden City, Thurston, and 
Redford Union will end its 20-year affi¬ 
liation in the fall of 1985. 

According to Westland John Glenn 
and Livonia Franklin school officials, 
at least three of the members of the 
present league will join the Western 
Lakes Conference. 


The Western Lakes, presently a 10- 
team conference divided into two 
leagues, will accept John Glenn, 
Franklin and North Farmington into 
its ranks. 

Glenn and North Farmington will be 
aligned with Plymouth Salem, Farm¬ 
ington, Livonia Stevenson and Walled 
Lake Central in the Lakes Division, 
while Franklin will join the Western 
Division with city rival, Churchill, 
Farmington Harrison, Northville! 
Plymouth Canton and Walled Lake 
Western. 

“I hated to see the Northwest Sub¬ 
urban Conference break up,” said 
John Glenn Athletic Director Jerry 


Szukaitis. “It is an excellent league, 
but I do look forward to the Western 
Lakes which I believe will be a very 
competitive conference.” 

What precipitated the dissolution of 
the conference and the realignment of 
Western Lakes is the closing of Livo¬ 
nia Bentley this year and the unstable 
status of Redford Thurston. Because 
of the rapid decline of the student 
population in Livonia, the school board 
had decided to close Bentley and relo¬ 
cate its students to the remaining 
three high schools. 

Bentley, a member of the Western 
Lakes, left a berth coveted by “sister 
schools” — North Farmington and

ORDINANCE NO. 6-26-84 (A) 

AN ORDINANCE TO REGISTER RESIDENTIAL BUILDERS AND 
MAINTENANCE ALTERATION CONTRACTORS AND PROVIDE 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION THEREOF: 

THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1.0 Residential Builders and Maintenance and Alteration 
Contractors registration certificate required. 

a. (1) In order to safeguard and to protect homeowners and persons 
undertaking to become homeowners, it shall be unlawful on and after the 
effective date of this ordinance for any person to engage in the business of 
or to act in the capacity of a residential builder and or residential mainte¬ 
nance alteration contractor within the Township without first obtaining a 
registration certificate therefor from the Building Department. 

(2) No Building registration certificate shall be issued to any person 
unless such person is licensed as a residential builder and/or residential 
maintenance and alteration contractor by the Michigan Corporation and 
Securities Commission. 

Section 1.1. (b). Definitions for the purpose of this ordinance, the fol¬ 
lowing terms shall be construed to have the meaning herein given them: 

(1) ‘Residential Builder” means any person engaged in the construc¬ 
tion of residential and commercial structures who, for a fixed sum, price, 
fee, percentage, valuable consideration or other compensation, other 
than wages, undertakes with another or offers to undertake or purports 
to have the capacity to undertake with another for the erection, construc¬ 
tion, replacement, repair, alteration or any addition to, subtraction 
from, improvement, movement of, wrecking of or demolition of, a re¬ 
sidential structure or combination of residential structure or combina¬ 
tion of residential and commercial structure, or any person who errects a 
residential structure or combination of residential and combination 
structure except for his own use and occupancy on his own property, and 
who is licensed as such by the Michigan Department of Licensing and 
Regulation persuant to Act No. 299, Public Acts of 1980, as amended. 

(2) ‘‘Residential Maintenance aand Alteration Contractor” means any 
person who, for a fixed sum, price, fee, percentage, valuable considera¬ 
tion or other compensation, other than wages, undertakes with another 
for the repair, alteration or any addition to, subtraction from, improve¬ 
ment of, movement of, wrecking of or demolition of a residential struc¬ 
ture or combination of residential and commercial structure, or building 
of a garage, or excavation and sewer installation, or laying of concrete on 
residential property, except for his own use and occupancy. Whenever 
such contractor is required to be licensed as such by the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Licensing and Regulation pursuant to Act No. 299, Public 
Acts of 1980, as amended, He shall provide such registration number in 
his application. 

(3) “Commission” means the builder’s registration commission of the 
Township, as herein established. 

(4) “Registrant” means any person registered under the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

SECTION 1.2 (c) Inapplicability of provisions. This ordinance shall not 
apply to: 

(1) An authorized representative of the United States government, the 
state, or any county, township, city, village or other political subdivision 
of this state; 

(2) Owners of property, with reference to structures thereon for their 
own use and occupancy. 

(3) Officers of the court acting within the scope of their office. 

(4) Any person who shall engage or be engaged solely in the business of 
performing work and services under contract with a residential builder 
or a residential maintenance and alteration contractor licensed under 
this act and or ordinance; 

(5) The sale of any products or materials, or the sale or installation of 
articles of merchandise which are not actually fabricated into and do not 
become a permanent fixed part of the structure; and 

(6) Any work or operation on one undertaking or project by one or more 
contracts, the aggregate contract price for which labor, materials, and 
all other items is less than $100.00, such work or operation being consi¬ 
dered as of a casual, minor or inconsequential nature.This exemption 
does not apply in any case wherein the work or construction is only a part 
of a larger or major operation, whether undertaken by the same or 
different residential builder and or residential maintenance and altera¬ 
tion contractor, or in which a division of the operation is made in con¬ 
tracts of amounts less than $100.00, for the purpose of evasion of this 
ordinance or otherwise. 

SECTION 1.3 (d) Builder’s registration commission; creation, com¬ 
position. There is hereby created in the Township a builder’s registration 
commission which shall consist of the building inspector, who shall serve 
as its chairman, the township supervisor and the township clerk. 

SECTION 1.4 (e) Application for registration. Applicants for registra¬ 
tion under this ordinance shall file a written sworn application on forms 
furnished by the building department, signed by the applicant, if an 
individual; by all partners, if a partnership; by all associates, if an 
association; and by the president, if a corporation such application shall 
be filed with the building inspector and shall provide the following in¬ 
formation: 

(1) The full name and permanent address of the applicant, both busi¬ 
ness and residence. 

(2) Set forth the period of time, if any, during which said applicant has 
been engaged in the business. 

(3) A description of the type of business entity, i,e, corporation, part¬ 
nership, sole proprietorship. 

(4) Names, home addresses and titles of all corporation officers part¬ 
ners or sole owners. 

(5) Applicant’s Michigan Department of Licensing and Regulation 
license, from which a copy may be made for the commission’s records, 
provided that if the applicant has applied to the state for his license but 
has not yet received same, applicant may obtain a certificate here under 
on condition that the license be obtained within a period of 120 days. 

(6) Such other information as to the identity or character of the appli¬ 
cant, or of any of the officers or members of any such applicant, as the 
building inspector may deem proper to fill the purpose of this ordinance 
in the protection of the public good. 

SECTION 1.5 (f) Registration certificate, issuance; fees, lerm. 

(1) The building inspector upon proper application may issue a re¬ 
sidential builder’s registration certificate to any applicant who shall 
qualify therefor, which shall authorize the registrant to engage in the 
business of or act in the capacity of a residential builder within the 
corporate limits of ^he township. The building department may issue a 
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residential maintenance and alteration contractor’s certificate to any 
applicant who shall qualify therefor, according to his qualifications with 
respect to any one or more of the following crafts and trades: carpentry, 
concrete work, garage building, swimming pools, floor laying, lathing, 
excavation and sewer installation, insulation work, plastering, roofing 
and siding, masonry work, sheet metal work, tile and marble work, 
house moving and raising and house wrecking, sign erectors. Such reg¬ 
istration certificate when issued shall specify the particular craft and 
trades for which the registrant has qualified. The building department 
shall not require any applicant to pay more than one registration fee 
regardless of the number of crafts and trades for which he is registered. 
Nothing contained in this section shall prohibit a speciality contractor 
from taking and executing a contract involving the use of two or more 
crafts or trades if the performance of the work in the crafts or trades, 
other than in which he is registered, is incidential and supplemental to 
the performance of work in the craft for which the speciality is reg¬ 
istered. 

(2) If application for a registration certificate is made by any person 
not otherwise requiring a surety bond, whose certificate has been denied, 
suspended or revoked as a result of disciplinary action for violation of 
any of the provisions of this ordinance, the building department may 
require as a condition precedent to the issuance of a registration certifi¬ 
cate to such applicant or the removal of suspension, that such applicant 
file or have on file with building department a bond issued by an admitted 
surety insurer or cash in the sum to be fixed by the building department 
based on the magnitude of the operations of the applicant, not to exceed 
the sum of $10,000.00 in which the township shall appear as the insured, if 
the building department shall require the filing of such bond or the 
posting of such cash deposit, every person injured by the unlawful acts or 
omissions of such applicant may bring an action in a proper court on the 
bond or a claim against the cash deposit. 

(3) The registration fee for a residential builders and residential 
maintenance and alteration contractors certificate shall be paid in an 
amount as prescribed by resolution of the Township Board, which sums 
shall be payable to the Township Treasurer. Each certificate shall be 
issued for a period of one year; provided, however that the first certifi¬ 
cate issued hereunder shall expire December 31.1984, and thereafter all 
certificates shall be renewable on January 1st. of each year All applica¬ 
tions for renewal of certificates must be made in proper form accompa¬ 
nied with the proper fee and submission of said renewal application shall 
automatically grant said applicant permission to operate pending the 
actual issuance or refusal of renewal certificates. Every registrant shall 
report to the building department all changes of members and addresses 
of persons registered under this ordinance within 30 days after same 
shall occur. 

SECTION 1.6 (g) Refusal to issue or renew registration, suspension, 
revocation; causes, notice, hearing and review. 

(1) The commission may, upon its motion, and may upon the written 
verified complaint in writing of any person, investigate the action of any 
residential builder and or residential maintenance and alteration con¬ 
tractor or any person who shall assume to act in such capacity within this 
township, and .shall have the power to refuse to issue or to renew, or to 
suspend or to revoke, any certificate issued under the provisions of this 
ordinance at any time. The following causes shall be grounds upon which 
the commission shall have power to refuse to issue, renew, or suspend or 
revoke any certificate issued under the provisions of this ordinance: 

(a) Suspension or revocation of registrant’s residential builders or 
residential maintenance and alteration contractor’s license issued by the 
Michigan Department of Licensing and regulation as required by the 
provisions of Act 299 of the Michigan Public Acts of 1980 as amended, or 
failure to obtain or to renew said license; 

(b) Abandonment without legal excuse of any construction project or 
operation engaged in or undertaken by the registrant or applicant; 

(c) Diversion of funds or property received for prosecution or comple¬ 
tion of a specific construction project or operation, or for a speci¬ 

fied purpose in the prosecution on completion of any construction project 
or operation, and their application or use for anyother construction pro¬ 
ject or operation, obligation or purpose. 

(d) Failure to account for or to remit any monies coming into reg¬ 
istrant’s or applicant’s possession which belongs to others 

(e) Willful departure from our disregard of plans or specifications in 
any material respect and prejudicial to another, without consent of the 
owner or his duly authorized representative and without the consent of 
the person entitled to have the particular construction project or opera¬ 
tion completed in accordance with such plans and specifications. 

(f) Willful or deliberate disregard and violation of the building or other 
ordinances or regulations of the township or the building laws of the 
state. 

(g) Misrepresentation of a material fact by an applicant in obtaining a 
registration certificate. 

(h) Making any substantial misrepresentation, or making any false 
promise of a character likely to influence, persuade or induce; 

(i) Advertising in any manner whatsoever that said residential builder 
of residential maintenance and or alteration contractor is registered 
under this ordinance. 

(j) Changing business location without notification to the building de¬ 
partment within 30 days from date of change; 

(k) Any conduct, whether of the same or of a different character than 
hereinbefore specified, which constitutes dishonest or unfair dealings 

(2) The Commission may consider only those complaints which are 
presented to it in writing and which are made within one year after 
completion, occupancy or purchase of a residential structure; provided, 
however, that complaints presented by the proper authorities charged 
with enforcement of the Township ordinance, codes aqd regulations gov¬ 
erning construction of residential structures shall be considered by the 
commission only if made by written complaint within 60 days after 
completion, occupancy or purchase of said structure. 

(3) The Commission shall, before refusing to issue or to renew, or 
before suspending or revoking, a registration certificate, and at least ten 
days prior to the date set for the hearing, notify in writing the applicant or 
registrant of any change made, and shall furnish said applicant or reg¬ 
istrant with a copy of the complaint and afford said applicant or reg¬ 
istrant an opportunity to be heard in person or by council in reference 
thereto. Such written notice shall be served by delivery of same personal¬ 
ly to the applicant or registrant or by mailing the same by certified mail 
to the last known business address of such applicant or registrant. The 
hearing on such chanrges shall be at such time and place as the commis¬ 
sion shall prescribe. The commission shall bring before it and take testi¬ 
mony of any person in the same manner as in judicial proceedings in the 
civil courts. If the commission shall find that the applicant or registrant 
is guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance, the 
commission shall as the case may be, refuse to issue or to renew the 
registration certificate of the applicant or registrant, or shall suspend or 
revoke same for such period of time as shall be determined by the 
commission. 

(4) Any person whose registration certificate is suspended or revoked, 
or any person whose application for issuance or renewal of a registration 
certificate is refused, shall have the right of appeal to the Township 
Board, provided that a written request therefor is filed with the Township 
Clerk within ten days following such refusal, suspension or revocation by 
the commission. The Township Board shall grant a hearing on such 
appeal and may affirm or reverse any action of the commission, and the 
decision of the Township Board shall be final. 

SECTION 1.7 (h) Administration, enforcement. It shall be the duty of 
the commission to administer and provide for the enforcement of all the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

SECTION 1.8 (1) Violations; penalties. 

Any persons violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall upon conviction thereof, be subject to a 
fine of not more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or to imprisonment 
in jail for a maximum of ninety (90) days, or to both such fine and 
imprisonment and the discretion of the Court. 

SECTION 1.9 (j) Effective Date 

This ordinance is hereby declared necessary for the preservation of the 
public safety and health of the inhabitants of the Charter Township of 
Van Buren and is hereby given immediate effect.

DISCHARGE ORDINANCE OF THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN 

BUREN 

WHEREAS, the City of Detroit on December 20, 1979, adopted Ordi¬ 
nance No 353-H, to “Regulate the Discharge of Industrial or Commercial 
Waste into the Wastewater Treatment System of the City of Detroit,” 
which has as its purpose the protection of public health and safety by 
abating and preventing pollution; and 

WHEREAS, the Charter Township of Van Buren believes it is in the 
best interest of the Township to adopt a similar ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the Township has been ordered by the United States Dis¬ 
trict Court to adopt an ordinance consistent with, and at least as stringent 
as, Detroit’s Ordinance No. 353-H; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the Charter Township of Van Buren ordains: 

SECTION 1. Adoption of Ordinance by Reference. Section 1 of Ordi¬ 
nance No. 353-H of the City of Detroit is hereby adopted by reference as 
the Industrial or Commercial Wastewater Discharge Ordinance of the 
Charter Township of Van Buren, subject to the provisions of Section 2 
hereof. 

SECTION 2. Changes to Section 1 of Ordinance No. 353-H. The following 
sections, subsections and paragraphs of Section 1 of Ordinance No. 353-H 
are hereby deleted or amended as follows: 

(a) The first paragraph of Section 1 is deleted in its entirety. 

(b) Paragraph E of Section 56-6-3 of Section 1 is amended to read: 

“E. Board’ shall mean the Board of Trustees of the Charter 

Township of Van Buren.” 

(c) Paragraph G of Section 56-6-3 of Section 1 is amended to read: 

“G. Township’ shall mean the Charter Township of Van Buren or the 

Board of Trustees of the Charter Township of Van Buren.” 

(d) Paragraph L of Section 56-6-3 of Section 1 is amended to read: 

“L. ‘Director’ shall mean the Director of Public Service for the 

Charter Township of Van Buren.” 

SECTION 3. Savings Clause. If any provision, paragraph, word, sec¬ 
tion or article of this ordinance is invalidated by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, the remaining provisions, paragraphs, words, sections, and 
articles shall not be affected and shall continue in full force and effect. 

SECTION 4. Conflict. All other ordinances and parts of other ordi¬ 
nances inconsistent with or conflicting with any part of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency or conflict. 

SECTION 5. Effective Date. This ordinance is declared necessary for 
the preservation of the public peace, health, safety and welfare of the 
people of the Charter Township of Van Buren and is given immediate 
effect.
